Lambda Accused of Rigging Election

The front page of last 
weeks Lambda has caused an 
uproar within the Students' 
General Association. The 
front page, designed to urge 
off-campus students to take 
matters into their own hands 
and get involved in the elec- 
tion process, has seriously 
angered the present SGA ad- 
ministration. 

Last Friday morning, 
the 28th of February, the Edi- 
tor-in-Chief of Lambda, Chris 
Land, was hauled into the 
SGA office and then raked 
over the coals by the SGA's 
Chief Returning Officer 
(CRO), Sunny Kavouras. 
Land was asked if the student 
organization, Laurentian Off- 
Campus Students had any- 
thing to do with the content of 
the front page or the page 10, 
Cher Pierre endorsement of 
off campus candidates. He 
said "No." She then wanted 
to know what he had intended 
to gain by printing such a 
frontpage. He said, "I wanted 
to urge off-campus students 
to get involved in the election 
process and vote in the 
upcoming elections." *'You 
mean you want people to vote 
for off campus candidates 
don't you." she said back. "I 
will leave that up to the vot- 
ers." he said. She then asked 
him if there was anything 
better he could have put on 
the front page and he replied, 
"That's my business." When 
asked if he felt any remorse 
for what he did he replied, 
"Absolutely not," 

It is not just the SGA 
who are upset with this issue. 
That day. Editor Land re- 
ceived a blast of shit from 
presidential candidate, Chris 
Robson, and then later from 
vice-presidential candidate, 
Simon Chapelle. Both of these 
candidates live off campus 
and feel that this shameful 
and blatant attempt to try and 
fix the election will probably 
hurt them more than it helps. 
Those candidates formerly or 
presently associated with 
LOCS will now have to work 
hard now to get out the off- 
campus vote or they can kiss 
their election hopes goodbye.

Former University of Sudbury 

President named to council 

of U.N. University 



Rev. Dr. Lucien 
Michaud, s.j., a former Presi- 
dent of the University of Sud- 
bury, has been appointed to 
the council of the UnitedNa- 
tions University, he is one of 
the 24 persons appointed 
jointly by the Secretary-Gen- 
eral of the U.N. (New York), 
Mr. B. Butros-Ghali, and the 
Director-General of 
UNESCO (Paris), Mr. F. 
Major Dr. Michaud will 
serve in this position for a 
term of six years, effective 
May 3, 1992. 

The United Nations 
University, with headquar- 
ters in Tokyo, Japan, was 
crated in 1973. Its charter 
states that it is to be "an 
international community of 
scholars, engaged in re- 
search, post-graduate train- 
ing, and dissemination of 
knowledge in furtherance of 
the purposes and principles 
of Uie United Nations." 

Dr. Michaud was bom 



in Sudbury in 1925. He has 
served on the teaching and 
administrative staff at Lau- 
rentian University and the 
University of Sudbury. He 
was the first Registrar of Lau- 
rentian University in 1960. 

Dr. Michaud did 
graduate studies in philoso- 
phy, theology and econom- 
ics, and obtained his doctor- 
ate from Columbia Univer- 
sity in New York. 

He was Director of Re- 
search and International Pro- 
grams at the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of 
Canada, and was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Intemational De- 
velopment Research Centre 
in Ottawa. CurrenUy admin- 
istrator of the Jesuit Resi- 
dence at the University of 
Sudbury, Dr. Michaud has 
just completed nine years in 
Paris as Secretary General 
of the Intemational Federa- 
tion of Catholic Universi- 
ties.

50 Bucks a Shot!!!

With one in six couples today 
being infertile, sperm donating 
has become a most valuable and 
appealing business. A donor can 
eam any where from 30 to 50 
dollars a shot. It is easy to suspect 
that this form of employment 
could become a very lucrative job 
for a healthy young man. A donor 
can give every 3 days. Taking this 
into consideration (and giving one 
day of rest), a donor could possi- 
bly eam 100$ extra cash each 
week for doing practically noth- 
ing. 

However it is not all roses, 
there are risks. There is the risk of 
receiving unscreened semen. This 
semen could be HIV positive. In 
one case^a white New York cou- 
ple gave birth to a black baby. In 
addition there is also the case of 
one doctor who used his own 
sperm in over 80 patients. 

The idea is noble but still some 
men deposit sperm for their own 
use. For example if they are sched- 
uled for vasectomies and wonder 
what if I want more children?; 
what if I get divorced and re- 
marry? In 
many cases the donors are stu- 



dents, young, healthy, and des- 
perately short of cash.However 
over 60% of donors are married 
men with children. 

So who's sperm is most popu- 
lar? Young men, 6 foot or taller, 
200 pounds or less, athleticand 
who are non-smokers. The proc- 
ess of donating is simple, but in 
most places it is thorough. First 
the men are given a medical check- 
up and a check for past genetic 
disorders,HIV,hepatitisB, syphi- 
lis and gonorrhea. Approximately 
only 5-8% of all applicants are 
ever accepted and give spenii. 
The men, if selected, go to the 
*Masturbalorium' and do their 
thing. While in the 
* Masturbatcffium donors are given 
the choicest magazines, and in 
some cases are given the option of 
watching video tapes. Why not 
get help by having sex? This was 
considered but the semen could 
get contaminated by the women, 
and also there is always the chance 
of not withdrawing in time to save 
the sample. The spemi are then 
frozen at -321 degrees in liquid 
niffogen. Later when the sperm is 
to be used the prospective buyers 
are given the chance to see a pro- 
file of the donor, like a catalogue 



or what is what.The recipient must 
be no older than 38 and married. 
It is a highly ingenuitive busi- 
ness and a great moonlighting job. 
Could you imagine the conversa- 
tions that would arise with friends, 
"Yeah where did you work this 
sununer?" 

"Construction, and you?" 
" Oh I just pulled my cord. . ." 
Often men go into sperm banks 
with the myth that the sperm are 
taken out by a needle however 
much to their dismay retrieval is 
much easier. Many times it is not 
a one shot deal. Most men get 
signed on for a year or more and 
can renew their contract after that 
period. 

Unfortunately the great ma- 
jority of these banks are in the 
States as the Canadian firms do 
not pay for donations. I wonder 
how the government could tax 
cross border donating? Perhaps 
some bright entrepreneur from the 
SPAD prbgram could start a clinic 
of our own, on student sueet in 
the former SGA office; the presi- 
dents office could be the 
* Masturbatorium'. Who would be 
the victor in the Tug O War* 
between UC and SSR?

SPIKe - Student Computer System of Tomorrow ?

Recently a hand full of stu- 
dents from the University of 
Toronto namely Alex 
Mitchell, Joan Krepinsky, 
Daren Nickel and Bhupinder 
Dhanoa, came up with a theo- 
retical computer system to aid 
students. This system called 
SPIKe (Student Personal In- 
formation Kapture environ- 
ment) is designed to help uni- 
versity students with retrieval 
and organization of informa- 
tion. The three major compo- 
nents of the system are prima- 
rily the Server which is the 
hub of the information centre. 



It distributes and records in- 
formation. Secondly \h&Desk- 
top work station which is 
located in the home of each 
student, for easier access. Fi- 
nally the Clipboard unit which 
is used for note taking and 
accessing the Desktop and 
Server systems.
